Wilmington coach John Ritchie has 4 


to be hoping that Lawrence isn’t on a 
roll looking to win three games in a 
row after beating Tewksbury for the 
first time in six years last Saturday. 

Tewksbury -(4-1-1) had its bubble

Wilmington (3-2-0),after two 
straight lossés when the offense mov- 
ed the ball up and down the field but 
didn’t put any points on the board, got 
inself untracked just in time Saturday 
to salvage that shot at the MVC title 
down the stretch. 

Now Dracut, Chelmsford, 
‘Tewksbury and Wilmington and even 
Andover all have shots at the cham- 
pionship with the Redmen and Wild- 
cats involved in what should be the ti- 
tle determining games with 
Chelmsford and Dracut over the next 
three weeks. 

If Tewksbury and Wilmington are to 
have any hopes of staying alive until 
‘Thanksgiving morning then Dracut 
and Chelmsford must not be allowed 
to pull away from the pack with clean 
sweeps of the two local teams. 

(_ Wilmington's 14-8 conquest of 
Billerica was a pretty solid effort and 
saved the Cats from the fate of early 
season also-rans. Neither Tewksbury 
nor Wilmington can afford to fold in 
the face of the MVC frontrunners if 
either has any hope of at least a piece 
of the title.
